C ritically in ju red was the Burton 
baby, seven-months-old Billie, ta k ­ 
en to the F errell hospital in E ld o ­ 
rado. w here it was stated he had 
suffered a basal skull fracture. 
Also at the F errell hospital are 
Burton, who suffered two deep lac­ 
erations in his back; and two other 
children: Jo hn ny Lee Burton, th ree 
and a half years old, who suffered 
a severe laceration of the m outh; 
and Harold Ray Burton, 5. 
Sisky and his companion, Jo h n 
Maddox, 20, of 31 
Shaw street, 
H arrisburg, received treatm en t for 
their in ju ries and were released. 
One person, B urton’s wife, was 
not injured in the crash.

Sex Deviate, ll, 
Admits Killing 
Student Nurse 


KALAMAZOO, Mich. 
An 
18-year-old 
sex deviate once ac­ 
cused of being a “peeping T om " 
broke down und er questioning to­ 
day and confessed that he stra n ­ 
gled 
and 
raped 
a pretty young 
student nurse at Kalamazoo State 
Hospital Friday night. 
State Police Capt. Clarence Mil­ 
ler said the inmate, Louis Smith, 
Parchm ent, 
Mieh., 
adm itted 
the 
slaying shortly before he was to 
have taken a lie detector test at 
State Police District H eadq uarters 
in nearby Paw Paw. 
Smith saki he lured his 19-vear- 
old victim, Marilyn Kraai, Holland, 
Mich.r into the basem ent of the 
Kalamazoo hospital by asking h er 
to get his playing cards from the 
locked hydrotherapy room. 
Looped Tie Around Neck 
“ The room was locked and she 
was the only one who had th e 
keys," state police quoted Smith. 
“ I followed her down th e stairs 
and was seized with th e urge to 
attack her sexually.’’ 
A fter ravishing the girl’s body in 
a basem ent waiting room. Smith 
said he flushed the keys down a 
d rain and dragged he r into the 
hy drotherapy room. 
Smith said ho saw Miss Kraai 
sitting at her desk in a first-floor 
lobby of M ichigan’s oldest m ental 
institution while he was walking 
hack to his room after supper. He 
said she readily consented to help 
him retrieve his playing card:,. 
W hile he was following her in 
the dark ened basement. Smith said, 
he took off his necktie, stole up 
behind the nurse and looped the 
tie around her neck. 
Failed to Keep Date 
State police said Smith a p p a re n t­ 
ly raped Miss Kraai in the waiting 
room after 
the 
strangling and 
again in the hydrotherapy room 
w here he dragged her body. 
Smith, who sobbed out his co n­ 
fession after only five m inutes of 
questioning, said

locked 
the 
door of th e hydrotherapy room be­ 
hind him when he left and w ent 
to bed. 
A search was .started for Miss 
Kraai when she failed to keep a 
din n er date with two companion 
nurses later in the evening. Faint 
white scuff marks made by w hite 
shoes led alarm ed hospital a u th o ri­

The 81-year-old 
aristocrat hob­ 
bled out of the prison and rode to

Von N eurath, now alm ost blind, 
looked tired and his skin had the 
a p pearan ce of old parchm ent. 
He had served slightly more than 
half of a 15-year w ar crim es se n ­

Von N eurath, dying of arterio­ 
sclerosis, left behind in the bleak 
prison six top aides of Hitler who 
were sentenced in October, 1946, by 
the four-power International Mili­ 
ta ry Tribunal at N urenbcrg.

The one-time foreign m inister of

At N uernberg Von N eurath was 
convicted on all four counts of the 
indictm ent — w ar crim es, 
crim es 
against hum anity, crim es against 
peace and planning and starting 
an aggressive w ar. 
As Nazi boss in Czechoslovakia 
he was charged with ordering the 
execution of Czech students, inhu­ 
m an excesses against Czechs, Ger- 
manization of Czechoslovakia and 
carrying out of severe anti-Jewish 
laws.

The educational operations budg 
et is $8,117,600 m ore than the c u r­ 
rent appropriation and is based on 
a 52 per cen t enrollm ent increase 
in the current biennium.

students in 1955 and 6,500 in 1956.

The Bureau of the Census brings 
the nation’s tarm record book up 
to date in October and November 
with the 1954 Census of Aeneid- 
ui re. 
Agriculture economists at 
the 
University of Illinois College of 
Agriculture report that during No­ 
vember and 
December the 
1954 
farm census will get records of 
production, take inventory of farm 
resources and record major items 
of farm income and expenses. The 
economists point oui that. just as 
individual fanners have to keep 
records, the government and van 
ous organizations need records on 
U. S. farming operations 
Farmers often compare items of 
income ar-1 expense 
Irom their 
own records with averages of such 
items from group records to find 
out how they can improve their 
own operations. Census figures by 
counties offer farmers statistics for 
groups against which they can com­ 
pare some oi then own figures 
One way in which the census ret 
ords are used is to answer quos 
tions about production. The econ 
omists say, for example, that if Un­ 
cle Sam wants to know how much 
cal seed he has and how much oil 
he- can produce from seed crops. 
he turns to his census farm record 
book, 
The 1954 farm census question­ 
naire ha s a section on crops har­ 
vested this year. 
It will help to 
answer the oil seed question in the 
future 
Answers to questions on 
land use will also help determine 
how much oil seed I 
S. lartux can 
produce 
The Census Bureau has taken a 
farm inventory every live years 
since 1920 Between 1850 and 1920,

southern end of the state this year.

In 194!* October was 
a wet month with 6 3 inches of 
rain recorded 
The wettest Octo­ 
ber iii recent years came in 1941 
when the month had 8.45 inches 
ol rain, nearly a fifth of the nor­ 
mal year’s quota. 
The driest Oc­ 
tober came in 1924 with only two 
tenths ol an inch of rainfall. 
Price said that since' last March 
the monthly rainfall has been near­ 
ly normal 
However, water re­ 
serves in the ground have not yet 
been replenished because of two 
years of dry weather during which 
rainfall was subnormal 
Southern 
Illinois counties were more fortu­ 
nate rn normal rainfall this aum 
mer than were central and south 
western Illinois counties
